National Supply Equipment Sent 
To Japan for Drilling Operations

Wildcat drilling to depths be­ 
low 12,000 feet'may be started 
soon in .Japan, where present 
wells have a maximum depth 
of less than 6000 feet.

In preparation for such deep 
drilling, the Teikoku Oil com­ 
pany has purchased a Type 110 
rig from The National Supply 
company, and expects to begin 
operations in April or May.

The equipment, which was 
rigged up and test operated at 
National Supply's T o r r a n c e 
plant prior to shipment, arrived 
in Yokohama in January, and 
was scheduled to be shipped to 
the Higashi Nagaoka area at 
the end of .Japan's rainy season. 
It may possibly be used in off­ 
shore drilling.

This is the first complete rig 
purchased by the Japanese oil 
industry since 1937. At that 
time, Japanese interests pur­ 
chased a large steam rig from 
The National Supply Company 
for use on Formosa. In 1949, 
the U. S. Army, under direction 
of SCAP\ shipped a rig to

Japan, but. this was returned to 
the United States unused.

The decision to seek oil at 
greater depths is the outgrowth 
of geological and geographical 
studies conducted by American 
technicians during the time of 
the Allied Occupation of Japan. 
Subsequently the Teikoku Oil 
company expanded its own 
studies along these lines, and 
is understood to have located 
numerous structures that are 
considered favorable to the 
possible discovery of oil. 

Decide to Drl'l
When decisions were made to 

drill below 12,000, the Japanese 
Government authori/ed the 
issuance of import licenses 
and dollar exchange to permit 
the purchase of machinery. Na­
tional Supply did 
business with the

considerable 
Japanese oil

industry from 1910 until the be­ 
ginning of World War I. After 
that war, however, the Jap­ 
anese began manufacturing 
their own oil field equipment,

1 Japan's deepest wells, 5,580 
'eel, are in the Yabase field, 
liscovered in 1934 in northwest 
lonshu Island. There are seven 
ither fields, in which the maxi- 
num depths range from 650 to 
,270 feet. The oldest field, 
ligashiyama, was discovered 
n 1893.

For many years, production 
n Japan was controlled by the 
refining companies, which were 
unwilling to assume the finan-
 ial risks of exploratory dril- 
ing. .

Industry Rehabilitated 
Prior to World War II, the 

Japanese Government, estab- 
ished the Teikoku Oil company, 

owned half privately and half 
ny the Government, and gave 
t al virtual monoply of proriuc 
ion. The fields were exploited 
o obtain maximum possible re­ 
covery, without, respect to efJi-
 ioiit production. Much of the 
ml ion's refining capacity was 
lestroyed by Allied bombing 
luring the war, but the industry 1 
lias been rehabilitated since 
1950, largely with the aid of for- 
ign capital.
Early in 1956, the Japan Pe­ 

troleum Exploration company, 
ltd., owned half by the govern­ 
ment and half by a consortium 

oil companies, including 
1'eikoku Oil company, was es­ 
tablished to carry on wildcat- 
ting operations. However, it is 
understood that the National 
Type 110 Rig will be used by 
the Teikoku Oil company within 
ts own areas of operation.

In addition to the Type 110 
Draw Works, the rig includes 
a four-section drive group with 
PTD-6 Engines and Gyrol Fluid 
Drives. Other units include two- 
G700 Pumps, MS-20 1 ii Rotary, 
a 648-TU Crown Block, a 548-TC 
Traveling Block , an N-815 
Swivel, and a Type D Line 
Anchor.

An interesting sidelight tw the 
transaction wan that the Tciko- 
\u Oil Company required Na­ 
tional Supply to submit testi­ 
monials from other users, cer­ 
tifying that; a Type 110 Rig 
would drill to 13,000 feet. One 
customer reported using such 
a rig successfully at 15,224 feet
